If your wheat is 
tough and does not contain too much 
moisture, the danger of holding this 
wheat is not very great, just as long 
as it is not held into the warm sum. 
mer mouths: but if it is damp then it 
is not advisable for you to hold this 
Wheat back on tle farm; get it into 
market and get itdried as quickly as 
possible to avoid heating, because, as 
we have explained above, heated 
grain is of no commercial value, and

So do not hesitate about 
sending in damp grain, and remember,
